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SHORT  SETS 

by  Ginger  Rapsus 


Collectors  who  want  to  complete  meaningful  sets  without  a  large  cash  outlay  may  consider  building  “short  sets"  of  favorite 
coin  series.  A  "short  set"  of  a  coin  series  can  enable  a  collector  to  have  fun  putting  a  set  together  without  spending  years, 
or  thousands  of  dollars.  Building  a  “short  set”  enables  a  collector  to  see  if  he  really  enjoys  a  coin  series  before  spend¬ 
ing  time  and  money  to  build  an  entire  date  and  mintmark  set.  And  because  some  early  rarities  in  the  set  can  be  avoid¬ 
ed,  the  collector  can  spend  a  few  extra  bucks  in  higher  grade  coins,  making  a  more  beautiful  set. 

One  example  of  a  popular  “short  set”  is  the  Buffalo  nickel  collection  from  1934-1938.  Only  twelve  coins  make  up  this  set. 
and  none  is  a  rarity.  Fans  of  the  Buffalo  nickel  can  build  a  set  in  Mint  State,  and  it  could  be  a  challenge,  if  the  collector 
is  picky  about  condition.  Certain  dates  come  more  lightly  struck  than  others.  A  collector  can  have  a  nice,  average  Mint 
State  set;  such  a  set  housed  in  its  own  holder  can  be  attractive.  If  you  want  more  choice  coins,  with  a  bolder  strike,  it 
may  take  some  looking,  and  you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  finding  these  coins.  This  pursuit  of  the  finest  struck  Buffalo 
nickels  can  give  you  a  taste  of  what  it's  like  to  build  a  full  set  of  Buffalos,  a  series  with  a  number  of  softly  struck  coins. 
Examining  the  later  dates  can  give  you  an  idea  of  what  to  look  for  in  detail,  the  buffalo's  head,  the  Indian's  braid,  etc.  You 
may  also  decide  that  you  are  not  up  to  the  challenge,  and  be  happy  with  your  short  set! 

Another  popular  “short  set”  is  the  set  of  Mercury  dimes  from  1 941-1945.  This  pretty  coin,  another  favorite  with  collectors, 
looks  lovely  when  in  Mint  State  and  displayed  with  a  number  of  other  dates.  None  of  these  coins  is  a  real  rarity;  howev¬ 
er,  just  as  with  Buffalo  nickels,  collectors  can  find  a  challenge  in  searching  for  well-struck  coins.  The  1945-P.  in  particu¬ 
lar,  is  very  difficult  to  find  with  a  full  strike. 

A  good,  and  historical,  “short  set”  is  a  collection  of  War  nickels,  1942-1945.  Each  coin  is  35%  silver.  When  worn,  the 
coins  look  dirty,  compared  to  five-cent  coins  made  of  copper-nickel,  but  when  Mint  State,  the  coins  have  the  lovely  white 
appearance  of  silver  coins.  World  War  II  buffs  may  want  this  set,  as  well  as  collectors  who  do  not  want  to  pursue  a  full 
set  of  Jefferson  nickels,  but  do  want  a  nice  selection.  And  this  set  is  cheap,  as  coin  sets  go. 

The  Lincoln  set,  one  hundred  years  old  now,  has  a  number  of  “short  sets”  within  the  complete  set.  A  collection  of  cents 
with  the  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse  goes  back  fifty  years,  contains  many  different  dates  and  mintmarks,  and  can  be  col¬ 
lected,  even  in  proof,  without  a  generous  cash  outlay.  Some  collectors  want  sets  going  back  to  1941,  a  collection  that 
includes  a  good  number  of  cents  with  the  wheat  ears  on  the  reverse,  and  also  includes  the  Wartime  issues  of  1943. 

Those  interested  in  cents  older  than  the  famous  Lincolns  may  want  to  build  a  “short  set"  of  Indian  cents.  The  twentieth 

!  century  issues,  from  1900-1909,  make  an  attractive  set,  especially  in  Mint  State  or  proof.  Only  two  coins  bear  mintmarks. 
the  San  Francisco  issues  of  1908  and  1909.  The  only  truly  scarce  coin  in  this  series  is  the  1909-S,  but  if  a  collector 
desires  only  a  date  set,  this  coin  can  be  avoided,  and  a  lovely  little  set  completed  at  not  too  painful  a  price. 

Walking  Liberty  half  dollars,  considered  to  be  the  most  beautiful  United  States  silver  coin,  can  be  collected  as  a  “short 
set.”  Coins  from  1941-1947  are  not  all  that  rare,  and  in  high  grade,  make  a  lovely  set  to  behold.  Fans  of  the  one-ounce 
silver  Eagles  may  choose  to  collect  such  a  set.  as  the  obverse  design  of  the  Eagle  came  from  the  Walking  Liberty  half 
dollar.  A  few  of  these  coins  are  known  for  weak  strikes,  so  a  collector  who  is  fussy  about  condition  and  strike  can  spend 
some  time  tracking  down  choice  specimens. 

A  big  set  of  coins,  popular  with  collectors,  inspired  a  very  attractive  “short  set.”  Morgan  dollars  were  struck  from  1878- 
1904  and  1921,  a  grand  set  with  many  different  dates  and  mintmarks,  with  many  scarce  and  one  rare  coin  to  make  it  a 
challenge.  A  set  of  Morgan  dollars  from  the  Carson  City  Mint  makes  a  nice  set.  especially  if  housed  in  a  special  holder 
in  the  shape  of  Nevada.  The  1879  and  1889  issues  will  not  be  cheap,  even  in  lower  grades,  but  this  is  a  worthwhile  set 
to  build.  Carson  City  coins  have  always  been  favorites  with  collectors  anyway-why  not  build  a  set  of  the  most  popular 
collector  coin  from  the  historical  Carson  City  Mint? 

Another  big  set  that  just  recently  became  more  popular  is  the  Washington  Quarter  set.  Struck  from  1932  to  the  present, 
the  Washington  quarter  was  never  exactly  number  one  on  the  collecting  parade  until  the  Statehood  Ouarter  program 
began  in  1999.  Many  collectors,  young  and  old,  paid  more  attention  to  quarters,  and  began  seeking  older  issues. 
Younger  collectors  could  check  their  change  for  coins  going  back  to  1 965-the  first  year  of  the  copper -nic kel  quarter s-and 
get  a  sense  of  what  it's  like  to  build  a  set.  Maybe  Mother  or  grandmother  had  some  older  silver  coins,  to  add  to  the  col 

j  lection. 

Maybe  mother  herself  wanted  to  collect  the  quarters,  and  found  many  different  ways  to  do  so.  The  “short  set"  of  coin 
from  1965  to  date  would  comprise  a  good  number  of  coins.  The  Statehood  Quaiters  themselves,  represent  a  shod  set 
Those  interested  in  the  old-fashioned  silver  coins  could  save  quarters  from  1941-1964,  a  popular  short  set  that  has  its

Washington  Quarters,  a  coin  produced  for  seventy-five  years,  lends  itself  to  collecting  a  number  of  “short  sets.”  Besides 
the  collecting  methods  already  mentioned,  a  collector  could  save  one  of  each  date,  ignoring  mintmarks.  Maybe  a  set  of 
all  proof  issues  would  be  a  good  pursuit,  and  a  very  pretty  set  too.  All  silver  proof  coins,  clad  proofs,  Statehood  Quarter 
proofs,  any  combination. . .there  are  many  possibilities  in  this  big  series  of  coins! 

These  are  only  a  few  famous  and  more  popular  “short  sets”  of  United  States  coins.  A  collector  can  use  his  imagination, 
and  think  of  many  more  "short  sets”  in  his  favorite  series.  Complete  unto  themselves,  “short  sets”  of  United  States  coins 
enable  a  collector  to  build  lovely  and  meaningful  sets  without  a  big  cash  investment,  long  pursuits  of  major  rarities,  and 
frustration  at  empty  holes  in  albums  that  stay  empty.  And  maybe  the  building  of  a  “short  set”  in  a  series  of  coins  that  are 
new  to  you,  can  lead  to  a  new  interest  and  a  new  specialty  in  a  series.

This  past  January  we  had  49  YN's  attend  our  pro¬ 
gram  on  Saturday  morning.  About  75%  of  those  in  attendance  had  been  to  a  previous  program.  To  me  that 
means  the  youth  in  attendance  enjoy  what  we  are  doing.  At  least  I  hope  so. 


The  YN  program  is  designed  for  you.  It  is  designed  for  those  young  collectors  between  the  age  of  5  and  21 . 
Now  that  is  a  big  spread  in  age,  and  it  is  hard  to  come  up  with  a  program  that  everyone  can  enjoy.  So  I  would 
like  to  ask  you  what  you  would  like  to  do  at  our  next  YN  program.

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The  Best  Secured  Coin  Shows  for  2009 

By  COL  Steven  Ellsworth 

Clifton,  Virgima-Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth  of  the  Butternut  Company  has  announced  the  annual  selection  of 
"The  Best  Secured  Coin  Shows  for  2009.’’  COL  Ellsworth  has  personally  attended  47  coin  shows  during 
2009  where  he  pays  particular  attention  and  evaluates  the  kinds  and  types  of  security  that  are  provided  for 
both  dealers  and  the  public.  In  addition,  he  receives  many  reports  from  across  the  nation  from  coin  dealers, 
collectors  and  crime  incident  reports  from  the  media. 

"This  last  year  we  have  had  about  the  same  number  of  robberies  and  thefts  as  the  previous  year;  however 
this  year  we  had  one  murder  of  a  collector  and  several  armed  robberies  that  resulted  in  several  shootings.  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  while  the  number  of  incidents  involving  coins  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  the  level  of 
violence  and  the  brazen  boldness  of  criminals  have  escalated.  Looking  forward  to  2010  and  with  the  strains 
on  the  economy,  we  will  most  likely  see  increases  in  crimes  of  theft  and  robbery  directed  towards  our  hobby. 

As  in  previous  years  the  single  greatest  risk  to  a  dealer  or  collector  is  following  a  coin  show  or  event  and  then 
to  leave  coins  in  an  unattended  vehicle.  “I  have  continually  advised  against  this  action  for  over  18  years,  yet 
it  still  seems  to  be  the  single  largest  incident  for  numismatic  losses.  The  loss  through  theft  is  mentally  traumat¬ 
ic  and  usually  an  enormous  financial  drain  on  its  victims.  Some  Dealers  are  virtually  wiped  out;  and  a  collec¬ 
tor  who  has  his  entire  collection  stolen  usually  quits  the  hobby”  advised  COL  Ellsworth. 

Most  of  the  dealers  simply  ignore  the  risks  and  pretend  they  will  not  be  a  victim  paying  only  minimal  efforts  to 
security  by  such  ludicrous  ideas  of  asking  someone  who  also  has  no  security  training  to  “watch  my  coins”.  It 
is  important  to  realize  that  security  is  an  individual's  own  responsibility.  It  is  up  to  every  dealer  to  have  a  plan 
on  how  they  will  handle  a  security  threat.  Many  dealers  tell  me  they  are  real  careful  when  they  are  transport¬ 
ing  coins.  To  which  I  ask,  what  is  your  plan  if  this  or  that  threat  occurs?  In  nearly  all  cases  they  have  not 
thought  that  far  ahead  and  have  not  any  idea  what  they  will  do.  They  will  be  like  a  deer  in  the  headlights  if  they 
are  confronted  with  a  theft.  Professionals  need  to  continually  train  for  the  worst,  and  hope  for  the  best.  “There 
are  only  a  few  dealers  I  know  who  have  taken  the  time  or  spent  the  money  for  serious  security  training.  This 
to  me  verifies  the  problem  in  that  there  are  really  only  a  handful  of  dealers  who  have  made  the  decision  that 
they  will  refuse  to  be  a  victim.”  was  Ellsworth's  response. 

When  asked  what  security  measures  he  would  like  to  see  improved  at  shows  Ellsworth  said  “the  security  pres¬ 
ence  during  dealer  setup  and  breakdown,  not  only  on  the  bourse  floor,  but  at  the  loading  areas,  to  include  the 
front  and  back  outside  entrances  is  still  a  major  problem  at  coin  shows.  Show  promoters  still  waste  security 
personnel  at  the  front  door  checking  badges  of  dealers  when  they  are  most  needed  at  the  very  important  park¬ 
ing  and  loading  areas  of  the  show.  It  still  seems  like  most  show  administrators  forget  that  dealers  are  extreme¬ 
ly  vulnerable  during  setup  and  breakdown  moving  into  and  out  of  the  facility  and  while  loading  their  vehicles. 
It  would  be  highly  advisable  to  have  a  dedicated  set  of  eyes  watching  your  back  and  observing  the  area  for 
threats”. 

Most  shows  listed  below  we  actually  attended;  and,  some  that  are  listed  were  shows  we  were  unable  to  attend, 
but  were  given  excellent  detailed  reports  from  multiple  attendees.  However,  of  those  we  have  seen  or  have 

verified  reports  on,  I  would  rate  these  as  the  ‘The  Best  of  the  Best  in  Coin  Show  Security  for  2009".

'This  year's  list  we  not  only  took  into  account  the  show  security  itself,  but  in  addition  the  awareness  and  con¬ 
cern  of  the  sponsors  as  it  pertains  to  security"  said  Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth.

rity.  Security  was  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown  and  dealers  had  access  to 
convention  unloading  and  loading  with  security  vigilant  during  the  process.  Registration  and  name  tags  were 
required  for  all  attendees. 

2. Bay  State  Coin  Show  (C4),  Boston,  MA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past)  Security  is  con¬ 

tinually  provided  by  a  private  security  firm  and  several  off-duty  duty  Deputy  Sheriffs.  Security  is  provided  in 
and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under  watchful  eyes  of  securi¬ 
ty  personnel.  A  registration  fee  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

3  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Association,  Dalton,  GA.  (Named  for  the  last  12  years)  Security 

is  continually  provided  by  off-duty  uniformed  Walker  County  Sheriffs,  off  duty  GBI  agents  &  private  security. 
Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under 
watchful  eyes  of  security  personnel.  A  registration  fee  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

4.  Charlotte  Coin  Club,  Charlotte,  NC  (Named  the  last  5  years)  Security  is  provided  by  off-duty 
uniformed  Charlotte/Mecklenburg  police.  Security  is  excellent  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  break¬ 
down  with  dealers  are  allowed  to  unload  inside  the  convention  facility.  During  breakdown,  non-table  holders 
are  required  to  leave  by  show  by  security  personnel  giving  dealers  a  full  two  hours  of  uninterrupted  break¬ 
down.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

5.  Coin  Fest,  Stamford,  CT.  Security  is  provided  by  a  private  security  firm  who  specializes  in  per¬ 
sonal  protection  of  clients.  Security  personal  are  wearing  distinctive  company  clothing  with  both  armed  and 
unarmed  personnel.  Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  A  registration 
fee  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under  watchful  eyes  of  security 
personnel.  As  with  all  shows,  collectors  and  dealers  leaving  the  watchful  eyes  of  show  security  must  immedi¬ 
ately  implement  their  own  individual  plan  on  their  remaining  travel  to  avoid  theft. 

6.  Florida  United  Numismatist  Convention,  Orlando,  FL  (Named  the  last  4  years)  Security  is  provid¬ 
ed  by  a  private  security  contractor  and  supplemented  by  numerous  off-duty  uniformed  Orange  County  police. 
Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Security  is  triple  layered  with  uni¬ 
formed,  plain  clothes  and  video  surveillance.  Parking  areas  are  also  patrolled  before,  during  and  following  the 
show.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

7.  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association,  Somerset,  NJ  Off-duty  plain  clothes  Pennsauken  police 
provide  continual  security.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Security 
personal  continually  walk  and  survey  the  show  during  show  hours.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required 
for  all  attendees.  Additional  security  is  provided  during  setup  and  breakdown  of  the  show  with  police  on  foot 
in  around  the  loading  areas. 

8.  Georgia  State  Numismatic  Association,  Dalton,  GA.  (Named  the  last  4  years)  Security  is  contin¬ 
ual  provided  by  off-duty  uniformed  Walker  County  Sheriffs,  off  duty  GBI  agents  and  private  security.

All  security  officers  have  are  tied  into  a  monitored  communication  net 
In  addition  the  convention  facility  allows  for  overhead  cat-walk  patiols  to  deter  shoplifting  A  <  gi  ,  nhon  ee 
and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees.

11  North  Carolina  State  Numismatic  Association,  Hickory,  NC.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Off-duty 
uniformed  Hickory  police  provide  continual  security.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up 
and  breakdown.  Security  personal  continually  walk  and  survey  the  show  during  show  hours.  Registration  and 
nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees.  Additional  security  is  provided  during  setup  and  breakdown  of  the 
show  with  police  on  foot  in  around  the  loading  areas. 

12  South  Carolina  Numismatist  Convention,  Greenville  SC.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Security  is 
provided  by  South  Carolina  Constables  and  off  duty  South  Carolina  State  Troopers.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and 
out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown  and  is  continuous  during  the  show.  Officers  are  equipped  with 
additional  assault  weapons  and  equipment  at  night.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

13  Trevose,  PA.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Even  though  this  is  a  little  one  day  35  table  show,  security 
is  provided  by  two  off-duties  plain  clothes  Philadelphia  police  officers.  This  show  continues  to  have  some  of 
the  best  security  for  a  small  show  in  the  country.  Two  officers  are  continually  walking  the  area  during  the  show 
and  have  kept  the  sticky  fingers  to  a  minimum.  During  setup  and  breakdown  security  is  excellent  and  is  pres¬ 
ent  in  the  loading  and  parking  areas. 

14  Wasatch  Winter  Coin  Club,  Salt  Lake  City,  UT.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Security  is  provided  by 
off-duty  uniformed  Salt  Lake  County  Sheriff's  SWAT  team  deputies.  Law  enforcement  personnel  continually 
walk  the  show  floor  to  discourage  shoplifting.  In  addition  they  monitor  the  entrances,  and  provide  surveillance 
of  the  unloading  and  loading  of  dealers  vehicles.  Being  SWAT  team  members,  needless  to  say  that  addition¬ 
al  fire-power  is  available  if  needed  during  closing  hours. 

15  Weyers  Cave,  VA.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Security  is  provided  by  off-duty  plain  clothes  Augusta 
County  Sheriff's  deputies  and  court  security  personnel.  Even  though  it  is  a  small  show  with  just  40  tables,  two 
officers  are  present  during  the  show  and  during  setup  and  breakdown.  Law  enforcement  personnel  continual¬ 
ly  monitor  the  entrances,  loading  and  parking  areas. 

16. Whitman  Baltimore  Coin  &  Currency  Convention.  (Named  the  last  3  years)  Security  is  continu¬ 
ally  provided  by  private  security  and  uniformed  Baltimore  City  Police.  Unloading  and  loading  is  in  a  gated  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  convention  center  and  provides  better  than  average  security  for  dealers  un-loading  and  loading. 
Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

Col.  Steven  Ellsworth  is  a  retired  Army  Colonel  with  over  32  years  of  service.  His  many  assignments  include 
serving  in  the  Army's  elite  Special  Forces  (Green  Berets)  and  in  addition  he  has  had  assignments  as  a 
Physical,  Intelligence  and  Communication  Security  Inspector.

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Summer  Seminars:  A  Trip  To  Remember

The  Summer  Seminars  were  great.  The  entire  week  was  beyond  our  expectations.  However,  before  we  go 
over  how  great  it  really  was,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Florida  United 
Numismatists  for  awarding  us  the  scholarships  to  attend.  Then  I  would  like  to  thank  Susan  McMillan,  the  ANA 
staff,  its  volunteers  and  instructors,  who  made  the  program  one  of  the  highlights  or  our  short  numismatic 
careers.  They  were  just  awesome. 

Summer  Seminars  run  from  Saturday  to  Friday,  and  we  started  our  westward  journey  on  the  27th  of  June. 
Also  on  our  flight  to  Colorado  Springs  was  Jeff  Swindling,  who,  at  that  time  was  running  for  ANA  Governor. 
He  is  also  from  Jacksonville,  Florida.  Upon  our  arrival  we  were  met  by  some  of  the  ANA  staff  who  instantly 
took  us  under  their  wing  and  guided  us  to  our  bus  for  the  short  ride  to  the  Colorado  Campus. 

Geographically,  the  highest  point  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  is  24  feet  above  sea  level.  Colorado  College  is 
approximately  6,100  feet  above  that.  We  exchanged  palm  trees  for  beautiful,  tall  mountain  pine  trees.  The 
temperature  was  in  the  low  70's  and  the  sky  was  clear  and  blue.  Just  to  the  north  of  the  campus  rising  up  to 
14,000  plus  feet  was  the  majestic  Pikes  Peak,  topped  with  snow.  The  view  was  postcard  perfect. 

Check  in  was  quick  and  easy.  I  was  assigned  to  the  J.L.  Knight  building  and  David  was  assigned  to  stay  at 
the  Colorado  Inn.  JLK  is  one  of  the  newer  dormitories  for  adults.  My  accommodations  consisted  of  a  two 
story  unit  with  three  bedrooms,  bath,  kitchen  and  lounge.  There  were  plenty  of  windows  and  the  cool,  fresh 
mountain  air  made  it  very  comfortable  for  sleeping  at  night.  All  of  the  YN's  (26  boys  and  girls  from  17  differ¬ 
ent  states)  were  teamed  up  two  youth  to  a  room  with  private  bath  for  each  pair  at  the  Colorado  Inn.  just  a  few 
blocks  southwest  of  the  campus.  Also  staying  at  the  Colorado  Inn  were  six  chaperones  to  assist  and  guide 
our  youth  throughout  the  week. 

I  should  mention  right  now  that  as  a  parent,  I  was  quite  concerned  about  supervision  and  accountability  of  my 
teenage  son.  Any  adult  sending  their  children  to  Summer  Seminars  can  completely  relax.  The  ANA  staff  and 
chaperones  do  a  spectacular  job. 

On  Saturday  night  we  had  a  reception  for  everyone  to  get  acquainted.  We  met  the  staff,  the  instructors  and 
fellow  classmates.  At  the  end  of  that  meeting  we  had  a  meeting  of  all  the  YN's  and  their  parents  if  they  were 
also  there.  We  met  the  YN  staff  and  discovered  a  game  room  stocked  with  all  sorts  of  munchies  and  a  refrig¬ 
erator  filled  with  sodas,  juices  and  water.  All  of  this  at  no  cost  to  the  YN's.  The  boundaries  were  identified, 
and  the  rules  were  explained.  Again  I  felt  that  my  son  was  secure  and  in  good  hands. 

Week  long  classes  started  at  1 :00  PM.  on  Sunday  afternoon.  David's  class  was  taught  by  Laura  Stocklin  who 
is  a  professional  artist  and  trained  goldsmith.  This  was  her  fourth  year  at  Summer  Seminars.  Her  class  was 
limited  to  seven  YN's.  Mostly  due  to  the  amount  of  equipment  and  supplies  that  were  need  to  learn  how  to 
prepare  plaster,  wax  and  metal  plates  for  making  money. 

My  first  class  was  instructed  by  Ira  Goldberg  from  California.  Ira  is  a  veteran  of  the  Summer  Seminars  and 
brought  with  him  an  inspiring  collection  of  coins  for  his  students  to  view  and  study.  This  class  was  also  made 
up  of  only  seven  students.  Lucky  us. 

Using  his  book  the  100  coins  that  made  history,  Ira  brought  to  life  numerous  coins  with  the  history  and  facts 
that  brought  each  coin  into  existence.  The  who.  what,  when,  why  and  where  of  each  coin  was  explained.  His 
presentation  was  superb.  Through  out  the  two  day  class  he  was  assisted  Doug  Mudd,  Museum  Curator,  from 
the  ANA  staff.  Doug's  expertise  knowledge  of  the  coins  and  his  passion  for  excellence  helped  to  make  the 

class  a  five  star  experience. 

On  Monday  niqht  we  both  attend  a  mini  class  by  George  Cuhaj  entitled  Minting  Mayhem.  Creating  Errors 
Georqe  showed  us  the  various  types  of  mint  errors  that  could  be  made  and  how  they  looked.  He  brought  his 
own  press  to  the  seminar  and  allowed  each  participant  to  take  a  hand  at  making  mint  errors.  He  was  assist¬ 
ed  in  his  class  by  Joe  Paonessa.  who  is  also  an  expert  at  engraving  hobo  nickels  and  various  other  pictures 

on  different  coins  as  requested  by  his  clients. 

The  Citizens  Coinage  Advisory  Committee  (CCAC)  decided  to  hold  its  quarterly  meeting  at  the  summer  sem¬ 
inar.  This  allowed  any  adults  or  YN's  to  observe  how  a  meeting  was

conducted  and  how  the  committee  came  to  make  its  recommendations  to  the  Director  of  the  U.S.  Mint.  The 
first  half  of  the  meeting  was  spent  reviewing  the  different  designs  that  were  submitted  as  a  medal  for  outgo¬ 
ing  mint  director  Edmond  Moy.  It  was  interesting  to  see  how  the  committee  functions  as  a  whole  and  how 
each  individual  member  was  able  to  make  their  own  input.  The  second  half  of  the  meeting  was  dedicated  to 
choosing  an  observe  and  a  reverse  for  the  2010  Boy  Scout  of  America  commemoration  silver  dollar. 

Seventeen  obverse  and  six  reverse  designs  had  been  submitted  to  the  committee.  Over  a  half  dozen  sum¬ 
mer  seminar  adult  students  were  current  or  former  scout  leaders.  I  was  one  of  those  leaders  in  attendance 
and  was  very  interested  in  making  recommendation  as  to  which  designs  I  thought  should  represent  the  past 
100  years  of  scouting.  None  of  the  CACC  members  had  any  Boy  Scout  experience  and  were  more  then  will¬ 
ing  to  listen  to  the  recommendations  of  the  leaders  in  the  audience.  We  had  the  opportunity  to  explain  our 
opinions  on  each  design  and  whether  or  not  it  represented  the  theme  of  100  years  of  scouting.  In  the  end,  at 
our  recommendation  an  obverse  and  reverse  was  selected  for  recommendation  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  To 
me  this  was  truly  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  for  an  everyday  collector.  I  was  directly  involved  in  choos¬ 
ing  a  design  that  may  end  up  on  a  commemorative  coin  issued  by  the  United  States  of  America. 

Another  premier  event  of  every  summer  seminar  is  the  YN  auction.  David  and  I  had  never  participated  in  one 
before  and  were  really  looking  forward  to  seeing  what  they  were  all  about.  I  originally  imagined  that  this  is 
would  be  an  opportunity  for  YN's  to  bid  on  coins  in  their  own  auction.  It  turned  out  to  be  an  auction  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  YN's  with  an  opportunity  of  adults  to  purchase  donated  coins  and  numismatic  materials.  The  money 
raised  in  the  YN  auction  is  used  to  help  fund  future  YN  scholarships  for  Summer  Seminars.  The  rules  were 
simple,  bid  often  and  bid  high.  It  did  not  matter  how  much  the  item  was  worth.  What  counted  was  how  much 
you  want  to  donate  to  the  cause.  One  auction  is  held  during  each  session  of  summer  seminars. 

The  auction  was  an  outstanding  success.  Those  in  attendance  donated  a  total  of  $19,000.00  plus  for  the  lots 
auctioned  that  night.  The  item  that  brought  the  most  was  neither  coin  nor  numismatic  related  materials.  Mr. 
Daniel  “Tiny”  Cross,  who  has  been  a  regular  at  Summer  Seminars  for  many  years,  sports  a  beard  that  has 
become  his  trademark.  No  one  really  knew  what  Tiny  looked  like  without  his  beard  as  he  has  not  been  clean 
shaven  for  the  last  fourteen  years.  Someone  asked  how  much  money  we  would  have  to  pay  to  have  him  lose 
his  beard.  At  first  he  was  totally  opposed  to  the  idea.  As  money  was  offered  up,  by  the  nundreds  I  should 
mention,  he  started  to  give  in.  He  then  stated  that  if  enough  money  was  raised  for  one  complete  YN  scholar¬ 
ship  he  would  shave.  An  ANA  YN  scholarship  is  worth  approximately  $1 ,700.00.  The  money  began  to  roll  in 
as  people  wrote  check  and  brought  us  what  ever  cash  they  could  find.  At  the  end  of  the  auction  Tiny  shaved 
his  beard  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  for  $3,480.00.  To  his  delight,  not  only  one,  but  two  YN's  will  receive 
a  scholarship  to  next  years  Summer  Seminars.  You  can  find  out  more  about  Tiny  and  his  roll  in  the  Summer 
Seminars  in  the  September  issue  the  “Numismatist”,  published  by  the  ANA. 

Included  in  the  lots  for  sale  were  printing  plates  made  by  the  Art  of  Money  class.  I  was  interested  in  this  as  I 
knew  that  David  had  participated  in  this  project.  I  pulled  out  my  money  and  was  ready  to  bid.  The  bidding 
started  at  $50  and  I  raised  my  number.  Before  I  could  get  my  arm  down  the  bidding  tooK  off  like  a  rocket  anc 
closed  at  $700  which  was  way  beyond  my  budget.  At  least  I  knew  the  money  was  going  for  a  good  cause, 
finally  ended  up  buying  a  ten  ounce  silver  bar  for  $200. 

Summer  Seminars  also  offers  activities  that  give  you  the  opportunity  to  leave  the  campus  and  see  some  of 
the  local  attractions  in  the  Colorado  Springs  area.  David  took  advantage  of  the  Cave  of  Winds  Lantern  tour. 
This  was  a  great  adventure  for  many  of  the  YN's  to  leave  behind  class  room  settings  and  discover  a  world 
underground.  There  was  also  a  trip  to  Pikes  Peak. 

The  meals  at  the  college  were  excellent.  David  and  I  would  meet  together  for  lunch  and  dinner  and  share  our 
daily  activities.  The  campus  dinning  facility  has  an  open  food  bar  layout  and  you  could  go  back  and  forth  as 
much  as  you  wanted  to  get  all  the  food  you  desired.  To  David's  delight  this  included  all  the  desert  and  soda 
you  coulcf  consume  in  one  sitting. 

My  second  mini  class  was  a  Train  the  Trainer  program  taught  by  Rod  Gillis.  The  emphasis  was  to  learn  how 
to  involve  coins  into  a  seminar  or  classroom  setting.  Again  the  instruction  was  excellent  and  I  learned  some 
new  activities  that  I  can  use  in  our  YN  program. 

The  ANA  has  a  numismatic  library  that  is  second  to  none.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  attend  a  four  hour  sem¬ 
inar  by  David  Sklow.  During  the  presentation  we  learned  about  the  library  its  self  and  the  history  of  numismat¬ 
ic  literature  Each  student  participating  was  able  to  enter  the  rare  books  vault  and  “look  but  don't  touch"  liter¬ 
ary  numismatic  treasures  that  went  back  hundreds  of  years.  David's  presentation  exposed  us  to  a  part  of 
numismatics  that  I  did  not  realize  was  so  interesting  and  expanded  my  appreciation  of  those  who  brouqht  this 
material  together

KEEPING  MORE  PROFITS  AND  PAYING  LESS 
TAX  ON  YOUR  INVESTMENTS 


With  gold  at  record  levels,  many  investors  are  gleefully  watching  their  profits  (actual  or  on  paper)  go 
up.  But,  as  the  rash  of  phone  calls  to  ICTA  indicate,  most  don't  realize  that  at  tax  time,  the  Capital 
Gains  tax  rate  (for  investments  that  have  been  held  for  a  year  or  more)  is  not  at  the  most  favorable 
15%.  That's  because  Uncle  Sam  has  different  rules  for  precious  metals  and  coin  investments  than 
for  stocks  and  bonds,  etc. 


Many  investors  who  have  recently  sold  gold  (for  example)  are  finding  out  this  harsh  truth  that  even  if 
the  investment  has  been  held  for  the  required  amount  of  lime  to  qualify  for  Cap  Gains  treatment,  the 
profits  will  be  taxed  at  28%. 

Very  unfair.  But  rather  than  grumbling  about  how  once  again  the  IRS  has  gotten  you,  this  time  there 
is  something  you  can  do  about  it. 

There  are  several  bills  ICTA  (and  others)  have  been  working  on  that  would  fix  these  inequities.  And 
with  a  couple  quick  and  easy  emails,  you  can  help  make  them  happen. 

These  bills  pending  in  the  US  Senate  are: 

S.1367 

Title:  A  bill  to  amend  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  to  treat  gold,  silver,  platinum,  and  palladi¬ 
um,  in  either  coin  or  bar  form,  in  the  same  manner  as  equities  and  mutual  funds  for  purposes  of  the 
maximum  capital  gains  rate  for  individuals. 

This  bill  would  change  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  to  treat  precious  metals  bullion  products  the  same 
as  equities  investments,  saving  you  13%  off  your  tax  bill  when  you  sell  your  metals. 

S.394 

Title:  A  bill  to  amend  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  to  provide  the  same  capital  gains  treatment 
for  art  and  collectibles  as  for  other  investment  property  and  to  provide  that  a  deduction  equal  to  fair 
market  value  shall  be  allowed  for  charitable  contributions  of  literacy,  musical,  artistic,  or  scholarly 
compositions  created  by  the  donor. 

This  bill  will  essentially  do  the  same  for  “collectibles”,  which  includes  numismatic  coins.  These  two 
bills  are  no-brainers  for  anyone  who  wants  to  minimize  their  taxes  when  they  sell  precious  metals 

and  coins. 

A  third  bill  would  allow  you  to  have  the  choice  of  whether  to  include  numismatic  coins  in  your  IRA 
or  other  self-directed  retirement  plan. 

S  1 769 

Title:  A  bill  to  amend  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  to  allow  certain  coins  to  be  acquired  by 
individual  retirement  accounts  and  other  individually  directed  pension  plan  accounts,  and  for  other 

purposes. 

As  vou  know,  investments  in  an  IRA  have  certain  tax  advantages  for  you.  This  bill  will  permit  you  to 
include  numismatic  coins  in  an  IRA.  just  as  you  currently  can  include  most  bullion  coins  and  bais

Actually,  this  bill  will  merely  restore  a  choice  that  you  used  to  have  prior  to  1981  when  “collectibles' 
(the  definition  of  which  included-at  that  time-all  precious  metals  and  coins)  were  suddenly  prohibited 
from  inclusion  in  IRAs  and  similar  self-directed  retirement  plans.  This  was  before  ICTA  was  formed 
(1983);  in  fact,  this  was  one  of  the  primary  factors  that  drove  industry  leaders  to  create  ICTA  as  the 
industry's  advocate  in  Washington,  DC. 

When  the  American  Eagle  coin  program  was  launched  in  1986,  there  was  a  section  of  the  legislation 
that  allowed  Eagles  to  be  accepted  as  investments  for  IRAs  (the  law  essentially  said  that  for  purpos¬ 
es  of  IRAs  these  coins  would  not  be  considered  “collectibles”.)  In  the  Taxpayer  Relief  Act  of  1997, 
ICTA  was  successful  in  getting  a  law  passed  that  expanded  this  to  allow  many  other  precious  metals 
bullion  products  to  be  included  also  (subject  to  certain  fineness  and  other  limitations.) 

So  this  bill  merely  seeks  to  restore  your  pre-1981  choices  to  you.  Even  now  certain  corporate  pen¬ 
sion  plans  can  still  include  numismatic  coins;  but  the  average  individual  cannot.  Again,  not  very  fair. 

The  Good  News  -  You  can  have  a  serious  and  very  real  impact  on  whether  any  of  these  changes 
will  be  made.  Just  send  a  short  email  (or  phone  call)  to  each  of  your  two  U.S.  Senators  letting  them 

know  you  want  them  to  support  these  bills.  If  they  don't  hear  from  you  they  have  no  reason  to 

pay  particular  attention  to  these  bills. 

Sending  your  email  is  simple: 

You  can  find  contact  information  for  your  US  Senators  at  http://www.senate.gov/.  In  the  upper  right- 
hand  corner  of  that  page,  are  boxes  that  you  can  fill  in  to  find  your  Senators  and  their  contact  infor¬ 
mation.  In  the  subject  line  of  your  email  just  write  “SUPPORT”  -  S.  1769,  S.  394  &  S.  1367.  (Or 
select  those  bills  you  want  him/her  to  vote  for.) 

Here's  some  suggested  language  for  the  text  of  your  email: 

As  your  constituent,  I  urge  you  to  co-sponsor  Senate  bills  S.  1769  (Options  for  Investors 
through  United  States  Certified  Coins  Act  of  2009),  S.  394  (Art  and  Collectibles  Capital  Gains 
Tax  Treatment  Parity  Act),  and  S.1  367  (Fair  Treatment  for  Precious  Metals  Investors  Act). 

These  three  bills  seek  to  level  the  playing  field  for  small  investors  in  precious  metals  and 
rare  coins.  As  a  small  investor,  I  deserve  the  same  opportunities  for  ensuring  my  financial 
future  that  the  large  pension/profit  sharing  plans  enjoy.  These  three  bills  will  restore 
investment  options  and  incentives  that  wifi  help  me  take  responsibility  for  securing  my 
financial  future.  It  is  a  matter  of  simple  fairness,  and  they  should  be  passed  as  soon  as 
posssible.  Thank  you  for  your  support  of  these  issues  that  are  of  great  importance  to  me 
and  thousands  of  other  working  Americans.  Please  contact  me  if  you  have  any  questions. 

Senate  offices  offer  the  opportunity  to  communicate  with  them  by  email,  but  if  you  don  t  wish  to  email, 
a  telephone  call  to  their  offices  is  acceptable  as  well.  Just  tell  the  receptionist  that  you  wish  to 
express  support  for  pending  legislation  and  they  will  direct  you  to  the  appropriate  staff  member  i 

Please  do  this  now!  An  email,  fax,  or  phone  call  is  quick  and  easy,  and  your  calls  and  emails  do 
make  a  difference.  (Not  computer  literate?  Look  in  the  pages  in  the  front  of  your  phone  book  for 
your  senators'  phone  numbers.) 

THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  PARAGRAPH  IN  THIS  ARTICLE:  Not  planning  on  sending  an  email? 

Especially  for  those  of  you  who  feel  you  “can't  fight  city  hall  ,  here  s  proof  that  you  can.  If  you  could¬ 
n't  “fiaht  citv  hall”  (and  win')  then  NO  state  would  have  a  sales  tax  exemption  on  coins  and 
precious  metals  and  you  wouldn't  be  able  to  put  ANY  precious  metals  products  in  your  IRA. 

You'll  have  to  find  a  different  excuse....

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FUN  is  Fun

This  year  the  Florida  United 
Numismatist  (FUN)  convention 
was  very  special  for  me.  It  was 
the  year  that  my  son  Alex,  now 
24  years  old,  finally  got  to 
attend  a  FUN  show  with  me. 

Alex  became  interested  in  coins 
when  he  was  10  years  old.  I 
would  leave  him  home  for  a 
week  every  January  to  attend 
the  annual  FUN  show.  Because 
Alex  went  to  public  school  and 
then  college,  he  was  never  able 
to  travel  to  a  FUN  show.  I  imag¬ 
ine  the  mere  word  TUN”  con¬ 
jured  up  thoughts  of  something 
quite  enjoyable  to  him. 

One  year,  early  in  his  exposure 
to  coins,  I  asked  Alex  what  coin 
he  would  like  me  to  bring  him 
from  FUN.  His  reply,  as  he 
smiled  was  “an  1804  dollar”.  I 
recall  finding  a  nice  counterfeit 
for  $25  from  a  FUN  dealer  and 
when  I  arrived  home  and  hand¬ 
ed  it  to  him,  you  should  have 
seen  his  face  light  up.  I  ulti¬ 
mately  told  him  the  truth  about 
the  coin,  but  I  don't  think  it  real¬ 
ly  mattered.  Over  the  years,  I 
never  pushed  coins  on  Alex  as 
he  was  busy  with  sports,  girl¬ 
friends,  and  growing  up. 

Making  the  annual  trek  to  the 
FUN  show  each  year  has  its 
perks  for  us  northerners.  We 
usually  have  bitter  cold  temper¬ 
atures,  and  often  a  few  inches 
to  a  foot  or  more  of  snow.  So, 
the  thought  of  sunshine,  blue 
sky,  and  doing  what  I  love  most 
at  FUN  is  what  I  most  look  for¬ 
ward  to  each  year.  It  didn't 


much  seem  to  matter  to  Alex 
that  this  year  FUN  had  record 
lows  and  freezing  weather.  He 
still  had  fun! 


Attending  one  of  the  largest 
coin  shows  of  the  year  makes 
me  feel  like  a  kid  in  a  candy 
shop  and  I  know  Alex  felt  the 
same  way.  We  sold  a  few  of  my 
duplicates,  bought  rare  die  vari¬ 
eties  and  acquired  some  beau¬ 
tiful  coins.  We  attended  educa¬ 
tional  forums  (Scott  Travers  and 
Maurice  Rosen  on  Buying  & 
Selling  Gold)  and  specialty  club 
meetings  (EAC,  Liberty  Seated 
and  SSDC),  bought  and  sold  in 
Heritage's  auction,  and  met  and 
socialized  with  a  variety  of 
numismatic  friends  that  I've 
made  over  the  years.  The 
annual  National  Silver  Dollar 
Roundtable  (NSDR)  dinner  at 
Ruth's  Chris  steakhouse,  an 
event  I  always  look  forward  to, 
is  second  to  none. 

Alex  was  treated  well  by  every¬ 
one  he  met  and  I  know  he  thor¬ 


oughly  enjoyed  his  first  FUN 
experience.  There  are  a  lot  of 
good  people  in  the  hobby,  and 
the  FUN  show  seems  to  really 
bring  them  out. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Orion 
Jones  (OJ)  at  Atlas  coins,  Port 
St.  Lucie,  FL  for  selling  Alex  a 
nice  and  rare  proof-like  1896  O 
dollar,  and  Matt  at  Numismatic 
Financial  Corporation,  Winter 
Springs,  FL  for  selling  Alex  a 
nice  1905  $20  Liberty.  Each  of 
these  dealers  took  time  to  talk 
to  Alex,  to  educate  him  about 
these  coins,  and  to  make 
attending  FUN  a  pleasant  expe¬ 
rience.

^Sunday,  January  1 0,  201 0 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:05  AM  by  FUN  President  Bob  Hurst.  Hurst  asked  everyone  in  attendance  to  please 
turn  off  their  cell  phones  during  the  meeting.  Nancy  Casey  reported  that  there  are  six  openings  on  the  FUN  board  with 
nine  nominations.  Casey  stated  that  the  election  results  will  be  announced  later  in  the  meeting.  Carrie  Best  gave  her 
treasurer's  report.  She  said  her  report  was  for  FUN's  general  operating  account  only,  and  did  not  include  the  convention 
account  funds.  The  report  was  attached  to  the  wall  for  those  who  wanted  to  review  it. 

Tony  Swicer  presented  his  general  chairman's  report  -  He  hoped  all  liked  the  theme  and  will  collect  all  the  park  quarters. 
Swicer  stated  that  the  National  Park  Service  made  donations  to  the  YN's.  Randy  Campbell  said  FUN  had  an  incredible  array 
of  speakers  for  FUN's  2010  educational  program  with  17  programs,  the  highest  number  for  any  FUN  show.  He  listed  all  of 
the  speakers  and  topics  by  name  and  thanked  all  of  them.  He  also  thanked  Cindy  Wibker  and  Fred  Lake  for  all  their  help. 

Randy  Campbell  presented  the  A.J.  Vinci  Award  to  Don  Bonser,  Scott  Travers  and  Beth  Deisher.  Randy  Campbell  pre¬ 
sented  the  Charlie  Fine  Literary  Award  for  the  best  article  published  in  FUN  Topics  during  the  previous  (2009)  calendar 
year.  The  recipient  this  year  was  B.J.  Neff  for  his  article  “Something  New  From  China”. 

The  Polly  Abbott  Service  Award  was  presented  by  a  committee  of  Cindy  Wibker,  Ed  Abbott  and  Nancy  Casey.  Abbott  &

Wibker 
also  extended  a  hearty  “thank  you”  to  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions  for  securing  incredible  consignments  and  produc¬ 
ing  awesome  FUN  auction  catalogs.  The  1913-  nickel  auctioned  this  year  was  the  “queen  of  the  ball”  and  FUN  is  privi¬ 
leged  to  have  it  as  an  auction  lot  in  our  convention  sale. 

Tony  Swicer,  FUN's  VP  is  this  years  general  chairman  for  the  convention  with  the  theme  for  2010  “Have  FUN  Collecting 
the  National  Park  Quarters”.  Wibker  thanked  him  for  designing  the  entrance  unit  to  the  show,  our  convention  medals, 
lapel  pins  and  our  give-away  which  were  ink  pens.  Tony  has  worked  very  hard  all  year  on  pulling  together  his  ideas,  and 
I  thank  him  for  his  dedication  to  the  job. 

Wibker  thanked  the  entire  FUN  board  and  volunteer  staff  for  all  their  hard  work.  FUN;s  16  board  members  attend  approx¬ 
imately  four  board  meetings  a  year  to  set  policy  and  make  sure  the  foundation  is  laid  for  the  conventions.  Then  they  give 
two  weeks  to  work  the  conventions,  in  addition  to  20-25  volunteer  workers.  We're  still  wrapping  up  FUN  2010  and  she's 
already  excited  about  Summer  FUN  2010,  which  will  be  in  Orlando  in  the  building  across  the  street  and  FUN  201 1 ,  which 
will  be  in  Tampa.  Wibker  hopes  to  see  all  at  the  Summer  FUN  2010. 

Cindy  Wibker  gave  the  FUN  Membership  Chairman's  Report  stating  that  before  the  2010  FUN  show  began  there  were 
621  Life  Members,  2,531  Regular  Adult  Members,  334  Associate  Adult  Members,  31 8  Junior  Members  for  a  total  of  3,804 
total  members,  which  included  850  paid  for  2009  who  have  not  yet  paid  for  2010.  Some  will  renew  at  this  convention  and 
the  others  will  be  sent  a  "final  notice"  in  March.  In  addition  to  the  above  numbers,  approximately  300  new  members  are 
enrolled  as  a  result  of  the  convention.  After  the  new  members  are  included  and  those  who  do  not  pay  for  2010  are  delet¬ 
ed,  FUN's  membership  holds  steady  at  approximately  3,500-3,600  members  each  year. 

Nancy  Casey  thanked  all  of  her  workers  at  the  dealer  registration  counters.  Casey  stated  that  they  registered  1548  deal¬ 
ers  and  sold  187  early  birds.  Ed  Abbott  thanked  all  of  his  workers  at  keys  and  cases.  He  stated  that  for  the  past  five 
years  everything  has  run  very  smoothly  He  also  thanked  the  “clown”  Fred  Lake.  Steve  Hodges  stated  that  the  dealer 
move  in  ran  very  smoothly  and  thanked  all  from  the  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  for  their  help

Tony  Bonaro  stated  that  he  had  an  excellent  YN  program  with  49  YN's  attending.  Bonaro  thanked  everyone  who  made 
donations.  Summer  FUN  is  ready  to  go.  The  afternoon  scouting  program  went  as  planned  with  46  registered  scouts  and 
40  scouts  reporting  late.

There  were  8500  public  reg¬ 
istered  between  Thursday  and  Saturday.  Donna  thanked  her  sister  and  brother  in  law  for  all  their  help  in  manning  the 
communication  center. 


Tony  Swicer  reported  that  2009  was  the  best  year  ever  with  communications  with  Florida  clubs.  The  third  annual  Club  of 
the  Year  will  be  presented  at  the  Summer  FUN  show.  Swicer  stated  that  he  already  has  applications  in  for  the  award 
Four  clubs  applied  for  help  with  scheduling  a  bus  to  come  to  the  show,  Greater  Jacksonville  had  a  total  of  89  people  for 
Friday  and  Saturday,  West  Hernando  -  23,  Sarasota  -  39,  Palm  Beach  -  44.  FUN  subsidizes  $25.00  per  person  up  to  a 
total  of  $1 ,000. 


Bob  Russell,  Chief  Exhibit  Judge  stated  that  we  need  more  exhibitors.  Everything  went  very  smoothly  w/Fran  Lockwood's 
help.  Bob  Hurst  thanked  Fran  and  Ray  Lockwood  for  all  their  work  with  exhibits.  Fran  thanked  the  decorators  at 
Shepard,  Randy,  Corey  and  Amy  for  all  their  help.  Lockwood  also  thanked  Mac,  Dennis  and  Sandy  for  helping  set  up  the 
exhibit  area.

After  starting  our  first  steps  of  this  we  were  privi¬ 
leged  to  tour  one  of  the  vaults  in  the  ANA  national 
Museum,  in  which  we  saw  great  master  pieces  of 
engraving  and  all  sorts  of  cool  things. 

I  would  also  like  to  talk  about  the  great  mini  semi¬ 
nars  that  I  participated  in.  For  one  I  did  the  minting 
mayhem  a  class,  teaching  all  about  errors  and  even 
letting  us  make  our  own.  Also  I  participated  in  the 
cave  of  the  winds  tour,  on  this  we  took  a  shuttle  up  on  a  large  mountain  and  we  were  guided  through 
a  tour  of  the  large  caves  on  the  inside. 


On  Wednesday  night  one  of  the  craziest  funniest  things  ever  happened  for  the  YN's.  We  had  the  YN 
auction  where  it  was  a  mad  house  where  collectors  would  buy  things  and  all  donations  were  donat¬ 
ed  to  giving  YN's  scholarships  to  the  next  years  seminar.

We  expected  a 
drop  off  of  some  kind  from  the  record  prices  of  two  years  ago,  but  were  still  surprised  to  see  just  how 
well  everything  performed.  In  fact,  the  auction  exceeded  our  estimates  by  20%.  Combine  that  with 
more  than  6,300  bidders  and  more  than  93%  of  lots  sold  and  you  have  a  satisfying  outcome  and  a 
strong  statement  on  the  market."
